The Legislative Process

of January 22, 1959. It is a concise and very understandable description of the pro- 
cedure necessary to present and enact into law a Bill before the legislature—E. E.) 


n order that our readers may know 
the procedure whereby a bill gets 
enacted into law in Illinois, we are 

printing below a description of the IIli- 
nois Legislative Process. 

The procedure by which proposed 
‘legislation becomes law is_ relatively 
simple. Only a member of the legislature 
can introduce legislation. He is known as 
the “sponsor”. Frequently a bill will be 
introduced by several legislators all of 
whom are “sponsors”. The first name ap- 
pearing on the bill, however, is the “prin- 
cipal sponsor”. The legislator introduces 
the bill by placing it in a tray on the 
clerk’s desk either in the House or Senate. 
This tray is known as the “hopper”. In 
actual practice the legislator hands the 
bill to the clerk either before or during 
the session and when the particular body 
reaches the agenda under “Introduction 
of Bills”, the clerk assigns the bill a num- 
ber and reads its title. This is known as 
the first reading. If it is introduced in the 
Senate it becomes Senate Bill No. 158 
(SB 158), or if introduced in the House, 
House Bill No. 1658 (HB 1658). The 
speaker of the House or the Senate Com- 
mittee on Assignment of Bills then assigns 
the bill to the proper committee and. it 
is printed. 


As a matter of convenience to the leg- 
islators, the bulk of whose numbers are 
not lawyers and who do not possess skill 
in draftsmanship, the Legislative Refer- 
ence Bureau has been set up on the third 
floor of the Statehouse where it drafts the 
bills in final form. 

The control of a bill is vested in the 
principal sponsor and he usually decides 
when to call up the bill for consideration 
of the committee and when to move the 
bill on the legislative calendar. 

The committee to which the bill has 
been referred may report upon it favor- 
ably, in which case it will be reported out 
with the recommendation that it “do 
pass”. It may report the bill unfavorably 
with a recommendation that it “do not 
pass” or it may send the bill to a subcom- 
mittee to iron out some difficulties in the 
bill. Usually such a reference means the 
death of the bill, particularly if it is late 
in the session. When this happens, the 
principal sponsor must decide whether or 
not he will let the bill die or move on the 
floor to discharge the committee from 
consideration of the bill. When the bill 
is reported out of the committee favor- 
ably, only the title is read again. This is 
known as the second reading. The bill is

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Legislative Action 


In another section of the FortnicHtLy Review there appears an excellent 
article on “The Legislative Process,” written by Mr. Walter Oblinger, counsel 
for the Illinois Medical Scciety. It is presented to inform our membership 
as to just how a Bill is introduced and carried through until it is enacted into 
law. We as members of the Illinois Dental Society should be vitally interested 
in this process for it is by this process that amendments to the Dental Practice 
Act are enacted into law. 

If you remember back a few years ago you will recall that Bills 1118 and 
1027, known as Denturist Bills were introduced in the Legislature in 1955 
and 1957 and were successfully defeated. There is a possibility that a third 
Denturist Bill may be introduced in the 1959 session and the assistance of every 
member of the Society is needed to assume full responsibility in protecting the 
health and welfare of the public. This does not mean that you should annoy 
and possibly antagonize your legislator by calling him unless there is need for it. 
Rather, may we urge that you keep informed, alert and prepared when the need 
does arise. At the present time there are several amendments proposed and 
approved for introduction by the Executive Council of the Illinois State Dental 
Society. In summary the following amendments are proposed for introduction 
at this session : 

1. A provision for Biennial Registration of Dentists beginning July st, 
1960 which will mean renewal of license every two years at a fee of $6.00. By 
this means a substantial financial lift can be given the Department of Registra- 
tion and Education for law enforcement. 


2. A provision that will require dentists to provide written work orders to be 
made out in duplicate to the dental laboratory. The dentist and the laboratory 
are required to retain such work authorizations for three years. 


3. A provision to clarify the statute which places limitations on advertising 
by the dental laboratory and further limits advertising by the dentist. 


4. A provision to amend the act to increase the penalty for violating the 
Dental Practice Act by providing a mandatory jail sentence for second or sub- 
sequent violations. 


The Editor passes this information on to each member without comment. 
Only an informed and alert membership can keep our profession free and 
protect the health of the public. Only by your full cooperation can we succeed.

THE LEGISLATIVE PROCESS 


(Continued from page 9) 

then printed on the calendar under “Bills 
on Second Reading”. This is the amend- 
ment stage and when the legislative body 
reaches the item on the agenda, if the 
sponsor calls up the bill, either he or other 
members of that body may offer amend- 
ments which are then voted up or down. 
Of course, the committee which reported 
the bill out, may vote the bill out with 
amendments. If these amendments are 
acceptable to the sponsor, he will move 
the adoption of the amendments and 
then move the advancement of the bill as 
amended to third reading. It will then be 
placed on the calendar under the head- 
ing “Bills on Third Reading”. When the 
sponsor calls the bill up this time, debate 
on the floor is in order, followed by a vote. 

In connection with the reading of the 
bills it is interesting to note that the Con- 
stitution of Illinois calls for the reading of 
a bill three times in each house. There 
has not been a clear cut decision from the 
Supreme Court on the meaning of this 
phrase and accordingly this has been 
seized upon from time to time by legisla- 
tors as a means of filibustering. The dis- 
satisfied legislator will then arise and 
insist on a full reading of the bill. This 
effectively cuts down on the efficiency of 
the body and during the last weeks of the 
session brings considerable pressure to 
bear on other members of the legislature 
who still have bills pending. 

If passed, the bill is sent by the clerk 
to the other branch of the legislature. 
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Thus a bill which has been passed by the 
House is submitted to the Senate and a 
Senate bill is submitted to the House. It 
then passes through the same procedure 
there as it followed in the initiating body. 
When a bill receives approval by both 
branches of the legislature, it is submitted 
to the governor for his signature. If the 
bill has an emergency clause and is passed 
before July 1, 1959 it becomes effective 
on the date signed by the governor. If 
the bill has no emergency clause and is 
signed before July 1, 1959 it becomes 
effective on the latter date. If a bill is 
passed before July 1, 1959 and is signed 
after that date it becomes effective on the 
date of signature. Bills not bearing the 
governor’s signature filed with the Secre- 
tary of State prior to July 1, 1959 become 
effective on July 1, 1959, while bills filed 
subsequent thereto become effective on 
the date they are filed. If the governor 
vetoes the bill it may still become law 
provided it receives a two-thirds vote in 
both branches. 

All committees are most anxious to 
receive information about the purpose 
and function of any bill which has been 
submitted to them. Therefore, they wel- 
come the receipt of oral and written com- 
munications. Each bill receives a public 
hearing at which persons especially inter- 
ested in the bill may present their views. 
Committee members are most sensitive to 
messages received from their own con- 
stituents on bills pending in their com- 
mittees. Watch the Springfield News- 
letter to see which committee has been 
assigned the bill, then check the Iilinois 
Legislative Directory to see if your repre- 
sentatives are on the committee, and, if 
so, communicate with them. 

A word about committee assignments. 
Your representative has a choice of com- 
mittees on which to serve. He indicates 
his preference to his party leader and he 
is usually assigned to one or more of the 
committees in which he has indicated an 
interest. Sometimes a representative can 
be approached to seek out an assignment 
to a committee in which we are inter- 
ested, such as the License & Miscellany 
Committee.
